Senator Stone Asks $40,000 Appropria-
tion From Congress for Statue to
Colonel Donighan.

To reseue from oblivion a man his-
tory has forgoiten, Sg¢nator Stone of
Miszzourl Introduced in the senate re-
cently a bill to appropriate §40,000 to
erect in Washington a statue of Col. |
| Alexander W. Doniphan, a Missourian |
